Much is caught at customs, but an 
even greater amount slips through count­ 
less devious channels 
Turkey grows much of the narcotics 
which filter rn through the eastern sea­ 
board, Grown illegally in T u r k ? y. the 
drucs are smuggled through Syria and 
shipped from N a p l e s and Marseilles 
There is one m ajor difference between

sources of supply on the East anc U c s t 


coasts. 
Neither T u rk e y nor the three countries 
through which illicit narcotics pass on 
their journey to the Western Hemisphere 


approve of these activities and all four 
strive to eliminate the channels through 
which this human m isery is peddled. 
Red China not only is unconcerned about 
the effect of drug addiction caused by 
plants grown in its territory, it sees great 
advantages to the pollution of minds of 
free men. Evidence has been presented to 
the UN Commission and United States 
congressional investigators w h i c h indi­ 
cates the communists a re actually s u p p o s ­ 
ing the export of narcotics to these shores. 
Narcotic addiction rem ains a baffling 
problem. Nearly I” per cent of all inmates 
in U. S. federal prisons were jailed for 
narcotics violations. N u m b ers of both ad­ 
dicts and distributors is reported to be 
again increasing.
